Following  the  lead  of  the  new 
Hollywood  Inn,  built  at  a  coat  of 
$150,000  and  supported  by  church 
workers  in  the  city  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y., 
churchmen  in  other  parte  of  the 
country  are  efttabliebiug  similar  places 
with  the  aim  of  first  elevating  men 
and  presenting  to  them  the  religious 
verities  afterward.  It  is  recognized 
that  there  are  men  whom  no  amount 
of  persuasion  and  no  church  attrac¬ 
tion  can  mdUce  to  enter  a  place  of 
religious  worship-  They  will  not  go 
into  ft  Young  Men's  Chriatian  Associ¬ 
ation  room,  nor  attend  a  service  held 
in  a  theatre. 

In  half  a  dozen  cities  these  new 
philaothropie  efforts  have  been  in¬ 
augurated  this  autumn.  AU  of  them 
are  backed  by  active  church  workers, 
who  contribute  money  to  make  the 
undertaking  possible,  but  who  do  not 
go  to  the  place,  aud  are  not  known  in 
couijection  with  it.  An  under!  king 
just  inaugurated  in  Boston  is  a  good 
example  of  all  of  them.  , 

To  make  it  possible  tweuty  <‘li  nch- 
meu  made  themselves  responsihl  i  fur 
$2, (HO  a  year— $100  each.  With 
this  money  a  proper  man  was  Wed 
to  take  the  entire  management .  to  be 
the  uuljr  person  known  in  connection 
with  the  venture.  The  lower  door  of 
a  dwelling  located  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  frequented  by  very  p~>ur  tucu 
was  rented,  and  tilted  up  in  411  aL 
M  E  U  6ER  trftctJve  manner.  A  point. is  made  of 
*  a  great  deal  ofdight,  and  even  sums 
gaudy  furnishings  are  indulged  in, 
the  purpose  being  to  make  rooms  that 
approach  in  brightness  the  average 
saloon. 

Next  it  was  given  out  that  the 
place  was  not  a  mission ;  that  i^o  re¬ 
ligious  services  of  any  kind  ard  ever 
held  there,  and  that  no  man,  b<  cause 
he  came  there,  would  he  asked  o  at¬ 
tend  church,  or  spoken  to  oil  the 
subject  of  religion. 

i'be  Boston  rooms  are,  for  one 
thing;  made  a  general  post  office  for  a 
vast  tioating  population  of  men- 
Thousands  of  men  use  saloons  for 
poet  office  addresses,  and,  of 
aity,  go  to  the  saloons  to  geti  their 
mail.  Another  feature  is  the  ^riting 
of  letters  for  men  who  cannot ,  write 
letters  for  themselves.  Thisi  is  a 
mutter  of  some  delicacy,  for  meii  will 
not  tell  anybody  and  everybody  what 
they  want  written  down  in  a  letter. 

Still  another  feature  is  the  reading 
of  the  papers  and  magazines  to  men 
who  cannot  read  very  well  themselves, 
but  who  want  to  know  the  more  im¬ 
portant  news.  Situations  are  pro* 
uced  for  men  when  possible,  but,  a 
greater  point  is  ujade  of  trying  to  get 
the  confidences  of  the  men,  to  know 
their  difficulties,  and  to  treat  each  as 
a  brother. 

Given  the  right  man  to  have  charge 
of  it,  many  churchmen,  all  over  the 
couptry  are  coming  to  believe  that 
such  sn  institution  is  the  beet  that 
has  yet  been  devised  for  reaching  the 
very  poorest  of  men  ;  that  what  may 
be  termed  a  “bridge”  betweeu  pres¬ 
ent  conditions  and  the  Church  must 
be  provided,  eke  men  will  never  pass 
ovqjr.  Hence  the  new  development  of 
Christian  woik,  which  is  likely  to  ex¬
